WASHINGTON—The celebrated 
Lansing-Ishii agreement 
by which 
the U. S. in 1917 recognized Ja- 
pan's "special interests" in China 
has 
been 
cancelled by 
mutual 
agreement of the Washington and 
Tokio governments. 


Diplomatic negotiations between 
the two governments have resulted: 
in si new understanding, based pri- 
marily on the provisions of the nine 
power pact, written at the Wash- 
ington armaments conference and 
regarded as applying more effect- 
ually to "the principles of the open 
door or equality of opportunity in 
China." 
In disposing of the Lansing-Ishii 
agreement and substituting for it 
the principles of the document sub- 
scribed to by the nine powers, the 
United States, Japan, China, Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Portugal, 
The Netherlands and Belgium, the 
American 
and Japanese govern- 
ments accept a parity of interest 
in China and at the same time, do 
away with an agreement that was 
a source of controversy from the 
day it was announced.

Pres. Harding held recently, in 
a statement to the senate that the 
nine power treaty would "com- 
pletely set at rest" any question 
which might have been raised un- 
der that ajrreement.

.Seeds—Prof. B. D. Leith

After a conference with Robert 


<M. La Follette, Jr., chairman of the 
state central committee. 
Speaker 
John L. Dahl today said that he 
would not urce the legislature to 
consider his tax bill until the gov- 
ernor's measure had been disposed 
of. 
He declared that should 
the 


Elaine bill be killed in the senate, 
then he would want to be assured. 
that the srov-nor would sign his 
bill before recalling it from com- 
mittee. Rates in the bill are now 
completely revised. 


A poll of the senate has disclos- 


ed, the speaker said, that 19 votes, 
or two more than a majority, r.ra 
already available to defeat the gov- 
ernor's tax bill. 
A revision downward of all rates 


in the Dahl general income tax 
bill, was announced by the speak- 
er.The Dahl bill is now changed to 
cut the rate on corporation income 
irora G per cent to 4V2 per cent, 
and .he individual 
rate 
ranging 


from one per cent to 10 i>er cent, 
instead of from one per cent to 20 
per cent 
Repeal of the personal 


property offset, and taxation 
of 


stock dividends as income are still 
contained in the 
proposal, which 


would raise $13,000,000 annually un- 
der the revised schedule of rates. 


Complete revision of the measure 


•was needsd because of the marked 
improvement in business conditions, 
•with attendant 
increased 
income, 


the speaker said. 
He 
explained 
that the full workings of the pro- 
posal as revised, were soon to be 
outlined by tables now being pre- 
pared. 
Distrlbuttion of the income from 


the measure would be made on the 
"basis of 50 per cent to the state, 
40 per cent to cities and 10 per 
cent, to counties. 
"This would assure each 
local 


unit of government tha same return 
it now receives from income taxes, 
and would increase the «state Qh»re 
to 86,500,000 to take care of mill 
taxey repealed," Speaked Dahl de- 
clared.

"Coronation*' 


Edward Perronet, 1779 
Oliver Holden, 1792 
In this joyous song of praise we 


meet the oldest of our American 
hymn tunes which»is still in gener- 
al use. 
Oliver Holden was a car- 


penter who in his rough and iseH- 
taught way strove to add to the 
meagre store of 
church music of 


the colonies. His chief task was to 
provide material which would be 
suitable 
for 
those serious early 


New England church 
goers who 


looked with suspicion upon all mu- 
sic and who would tolerate nothing 
flippant nor fanciful. In 1780 there 
appeared in an English magazine 
the noble poem, "All Hail the Pow- 
er of Jesus Name" by Edward Pev- 
ronet, a fervent worker who had 
been associated with 
the 
Wesley 


brothers. With it was a splendid, 
dignified, 
but- somewhat 
difficult 


tune called "Miles' "Lane," which i = 
still <sung and admired both in Eng- 
land and America. "It was soon 
followed 'by many other settings, 
some of which are as florid as an 
operatic aria. ' When Holden saw 
these he doubtless felt the need of 
something simpler for his people. 
He worked out this tune of "Cor- 
onation," and thousands upon thou- 
sands of 
congregations 
have by 


their singing expressed approval 
of his efforts. 
The little organ 'up- 


on which he is said to have struck 
out the first tones of this famous 
tune is now in the historical rooms 
of the old State House in Boston. 
Its tones are still mellow and hun- 
dreds of visitors have been thrilled 
by the privilege of playing 
this 


tune upon the keys which gave it 
birth. Up to the time.-of his death 
in 
1844, Holden wrote hymre, tunes 


and a few verses but none attain- 
ed the success that all America has 
accorded 
"Coronation."

Germany 
today 
is 
threatened 
with the loss of its middle class, ac- 
cording to Frank Ross, son of Prof, 
and Mrs. E. A. Ross of the Univers- 
ity of Wisconsin, who has spent the 
past year -in 
Germany 
studying 


economic conditions. 


There is no unemployment in the 


country but the workman is worse 
off than ever. With the present 
rate of wages and food stuffs he is 
hardly earning a substantial exist- 
ance, Mr. Ross states. 
"The salaried class, which con- 
stitute part of the 
middle class, 


has been the hardest hit of all the 
classes," he said. "It is my opinion 
that the middle class, including the 
small investors may pass out of ex- 
istance entirely through starvation 
and taking up of common labor. 


"The skilled and unskilled labor- 


ers are coming together.. The skill- 
ed gradually coming down to 
the 


level of the latter while the latter 
is remaining stationary compared 
with the increases in cost of food' 
and other essentials of life," Mr. 
Ross says. 
"The German crops 
this 
year 
were not good and to this. the.poor 
transportation facilities have added 
their item to make conditions still 
poorer, preventing 
the 
materials 


raised from 
reaching the 
larger 
cities. Conditions were somewhat 
aided due to the very mild winter 
experienced in Europe this 
year. 
The people are starving, many of 
them going on one meal- a day es- 
pecially among the students. This 
has its influence in causing things 
to move more slowly as a person 
cannot do as much on one meal a 
day as if he had two or three. In 
spite of this, however, there 
are 


approximately as many students in 
the country as before the war. 
"Another thing that I noticed 


while watching the 
conditions 
in 


Germany during the time that 1 
was there is the rapid growth of 
the communistic party. The mem- 
bers for the most part are from the 
middle 
classes. The 
only 
class 


which has not felt the 
upheavals 


and poverty of the nation, or at 
least comparatively 
so, are 
the 


bankers and the industrialists who 
have large holdings outside of the 
country and are able 
in various 


ways to dodge the 
large 
income 


taxes. 
"Germany is bothered 
most 
oy 


too much efficiency. 
The govern- 


ment supports twice as many offic- 
ials as is necessary and does not 
take .is much 
initiative 
as 
they 


should. The government takes too 
much interest in national affairs, at 
the expense of its home administra- 
tion. Many 
industries 
are 
al?o 


controlled or owned by the govern- 
ment and many affairs of the peo- 
ple 
are 
also 
controlled by 
the 


officials. 
"During my tonr of 
the 
Ruhr 


vallev where I also studied the con- 
ditions and the French invasion, it 
seemed to 
me that the 
French 


forces sent to 
Germany 
are 
no 


worse than any 
other 
invading 


armv would be. 


"I did not tee »ny negro troop*. 
The French 1 believe ,h«Te more 
troops on duty in the Ruhr than " 
commonly believed. Thi« I noticed. 
The French have evidently come to 
jstay as many of them have moved 
their families and household good* 
into the invaded portions. rGermany 
is very bitter toward the French 
and it seemg that the invasion is a 
trial of strength between the two 
nations.

France 1 
believe is better off internally than 
Germany."

an enemy of the state. The deci- 
sion was siK'ned by President Kal- 
inin and Recty. Sapronoff. 


Archbishop Zepliak and Monsig- 


nor Butchkavitch, together with 15 
Catholic priests, were found guilty 
by the Moscow court; on Monday 
last of opposing the sovief> govern- 
ment. ' The sentence of death was 
imposed on the archbishop and the 
vicar-general, but a stay of execu- 
tion was ordered by the central ex- 
ecutive committee.

Writer Favors Gross Water Power Bill 


Now Before The Legislature. 


How The Country Was 


Deflated

ENSATIONAL charges made by the 


Manufacturers' Record, a business 


paper published in Baltimore, have been 
given recognition in the United States 
Senate. The paper charges that a con- 
spiracy was engineered in 1920 to de- 
flate the country. The following article 
from Washington explains the -'charges 
made in the Baltimore paper: 


WASHINGTON, March 10—On 
motion 
of 


Sena'tor Gooding the senafe has asked 
the 


president to investigate the charge that at a 
secret meeting of the secretary of the treas- 
ury and 55 federal reserve bank officials in 
this city, on !May 18, 1!>20, it was -agreed to 
curtail credits, increase interest rates \and rec- 
ommend to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion that railroad rates be increased. 


These decisions brought on 
the 
deflation 


movement that stopped business, closed fac- 
tories, wrecked farmers' and turned 5,000,000 
workers on the streets. 


These sensational charges are made by the 


Manufacturers' Record of Baltimore, which 
claims to have secured one of the 100 copies 
of the proceedings of the meeting that were 
cautiously distributed. 


To carry out their 
policy 
of 
restricting 


credit it is stated that the bankers agreed not 
to accept Liberty bonds as security for notes. 
Through this method'the bonds were forced on 
the market and bought by the bankers for 80 
cents and less on the dollar. The bankers also 
requested the interstate commerce commission 
to raise railroad rates. In the following Au- 
gust the commission made a horizontal in- 
crease on> all rates, with one or two exceptions. 


With the restriction of credit and the 
in- 


crease of interest the 
advance in 
railroad 


rates made the collapse complete and 
values 


that totalled billions of dollars were wiped out 
or fell into the grasp of "insiders" who were 
prepared for the shock. 


Senator Gooding said the railroad rate in- 


creases were beyond his understanding at the 
time they were ordered, but now he 
under- 


stands. 


A few of the bankers objected to what they 


prophetically declared would bring choas to 
the country. 


John T. Scott of the Dallas federal reserve 


bank declared these banks are now profiteering 
and that the Dallas bank "is making in the 
neighborhood of 100 percent on our capital." 


Wesley C. McDowell of 
the Minneapolis 


federal reserve bank said that bank " He mak- 
ing $10,000 a'day." He asked if the federal re- 
serve board is "going to be put in the same 
class with the sugar profiteer and the manu- 
facturer who has been, making big money." 


"We want to stop some of this high finance 


in politics, in business," he said. ' 


The plan, however, was supported by 
the 


majority. E. L, Johnson of the Chicago federal 
reserve bank talked like a Prussan. He said 
"education and propaganda must be 
carried 


on with authority and strength." He concluded 
his speech with the amazing statement that 
the opening tpcech by the governor of the 
federal reserve board should be given wide 
circulation amonjr the banks, "with a show of 
authority, even if you do not have it."

It ap- 
propriates ?25,000 for a survey, by the rail- 
road commission,

sites, except by municipalities, for a six-year 
period. 


If municipalities were willing, able

All idle water powers; 
All water powers now in use; 
All steam-electric power plants and electric 


distribution systems. 


The obvious public-interest purpose of this 


survey should be to ascertain where and how 
much additional hydro-electric energy can be 
developed; where and how much steam-elec- 
tric energy generation and distribution - can 
be cheapened. 


Non-use of idle water powers, inefficient use 


of others, and excessive use of coal in most oi 
Wisconsin's steam-electric power plants, 
arc 


costing Wisconsin, on the basis of present use 
of electric energy, over $20,000,000 a year. 


Any power survey bill passed this session 


ought, I suggest, to encourage/economical de- 
velopment of idle water powers, either by pri- 
vate enterprise or by municipalities; it' ought 
to empower the railroad 
commission to 
re- 


quire that all such developments shall fit into 
a general plan for a state-wide electric power 
system; it ought to empower the railroad com-, 
mission to require small, inefficient, wasteful 
steam-electric plants either to install efficient 
equipment, or to buy the power they sell from 
plants that can produce ,it more cheaply. 
In 


short, the state, if it does anything, should "do 
that which would get more energy, for more 
users, at steadily lower costs.—FP

Now the change which the inferior1 desire 


was made in Russia, which even proposes to. 

Yet the leaders 
of the soviet government now realize they 
have made a mistake, and1 having .put eco- 
nomic society upside down, they now seek to 
pu.t it right side up again. 


•Social. inequalities are only in a small de- 


gree due ..to circumstances, they depend pri- 
marily upon native talents. The true gentle- 
men accomplish as much in times of peace.as 
do such 'men as Roosevelt and Wilson in times 
of war. And in peace as in war their success 
depends-upon ordering .others. Those who or-
